PARKING PLEA 


Expensive car parks, residents’ 
parking zones and a possible ban on 
parking on grass verges could soon 
suck the life out of Epsom town 
centre, according to worried retail¬ 
ers and residents. 

Parking for just 30 minutes in 
Epsom’s town hall costs £1, with 
costs elsewhere in the town ranging 
from 80p to £1.80 for an hour. This 
is similar to Kingston, which is a 
major destination for shoppers 
given its much bigger size. And in 
Sutton shoppers can park for free 
for two hours in several car parks. 

In a poll on this newspaper’s web¬ 
site this week, 96 per cent of those 
who took part said Epsom car parks 
are too expensive. 

Now residents and shopkeepers, 
who fear people are being put off 
from visiting the town, and urging 
Epsom Council to lower parking 
costs, if only for short stays. 

And the borough’s new business 
development manager, Adam Wor¬ 
ley, said he has submitted a propos¬ 
al to the council to review the 
“current strategy its car parks”, al¬ 
though he did not elaborate on 
what the proposal is. 

Epsom resident Jane Race said: 
“It’s very expensive. If you want to 
encourage people to use the town 
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and make it attractive to business¬ 
es, parking needs to compete with 
other towns and it’s not. 

“It is daft to have to pay 80p to 
pick up my dry cleaning.” 

She said the two-hour maximum 
stay in the town hall and Hope 
Lodge car parks forces people to 
use the multi-storey Ashley Centre 
car park, where parking for up to 
three hours costs £2.70. 

An initiative recently announced 
by Surrey County Council, to set¬ 
ting up a “no parking on verges 
zone” in Ewell could also affect the 


town centre if it spreads to Epsom. 

And Epsom’s first residents’ 
parking zone, introduced in June, is 
almost certain to expand - stopping 
people from parking just out of cen¬ 
tre and walking in. 

Epsom town Councillor Neil 
Dallen admits expansion is in¬ 
evitable, although it will take “one 
or two years” to include new roads 
into the scheme. 

On Monday, Surrey County Coun¬ 
cil’s local committee for Epsom and 
Ewell approved recommendations 
to allow residents, who used to park 
in roads included in the residents’ 
parking zone, to apply for permits 
in those roads, although they do not 


live in them. Christine Stanley, 
owner of Basler, in Epsom High 
Street, said people displaced by res¬ 
idents’ parking may go elsewhere if 
faced with the town centre’s car 
parks as their only options. 

She said: “The first hour of park¬ 
ing should definitely be as cheap as 
possible. The council should try 
making it cheaper, even if it was for 
a trial period. 

“You can go to Sutton and do all of 
your food shopping and have a wan¬ 
der round the high street with two 
hours’ free parking in Morrisons. 
Why would you come to Epsom?” 

But Coun Dallen said he does not 
believe people are being put off by 
the charges as car park use “has 
been consistent and increased 
slightly over the years”. 

He added: “If we were to make the 
Ashley Centre car park cheaper, 
everyone would go there and we 
would have a queue in the street. It 
is not a simple subject.” 

Asked if charges would increase 
if demand from drivers, displaced 
by residents’ parking, increased, 
Coun Dallen said: “We don’t want 
to screw the public just because we 
have got residents’ parking.”

“Hands off our potholes” 
was the message last week 
from residents to a council¬ 
lor who wants them filled in 
before someone is seriously- 
injured. 

Epsom Councillor Pamela 
Bradley contacted the Epsom 
Guardian about the state of 
Fairview Road, off the A24 
near Glyn Technology 
School, and raised the issue 
with a Surrey County Coun¬ 
cil officer at its local commit¬ 
tee meeting on Monday 
night. 

Coun Bradley, who used to 
live in the road, said she be¬ 
lieves it is still private and 
unadopted, which means the 
council is not responsible for 
its maintenance. 

She said: “It’s in a disgust¬ 
ing state. The main thing 
that worries me is children 
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walking up and down. I have 
seen many a fall there.” 

She said people, including 
elderly ladies, use the short¬ 
cut to get to Sainsbury’s and 
the bus stop while three 
schools are located nearby. 

But people living in the 
street have refused to sup¬ 
port her, or appear in a pho¬ 
tograph with her to highlight 
potholes. 

A resident, who saw Coun 
Bradley being photographed 
there on Friday, contacted 
the newspaper to say the pot¬ 
holes did not have anything 
to do with the councillor. 

She said: “The residents in 
the road are happy with the 
way things are. 

“I don’t understand her 


involvement to be honest.” 

She said the councillor has 
approached her, her hus¬ 
band, her father and other 


residents about the state of 
the road. 

She said: “She has accosted 
everybody coming in and out 


of properties and stands 
there going on and on about 
potholes. She walks down the 
road and moans about it and 
catches people when she can. 
She knocks on doors.” 

She said residents did not 
want bulldozers coming in to 
tarmac the road and people 
could always choose to walk 
another way. 

She said: “We don’t want to 
be rude, but it’s our road and 
we will make the decisions 
about it.” 

Coun Bradley said the 
street has been plagued by 
potholes ever since her son 
was at school and he is now 
nearing retirement. 

She said: “The people in 
Fairview are trying to shut 
their eyes to it. 

“They know if something is 
done they will be charged.” 


Dig unearths Spitfire 


Army reserve engineers 
used specialised technolo¬ 
gy during a dig to unearth 
a Spitfire earlier this 
month. 

The team, from 135 Inde¬ 
pendent Geographical 
Squadron Royal Engineers,

based in Ewell, helped at 
the site in Salisbury Plain. 

The group used a special¬ 
ist computerised GPS posi¬ 
tioning system to plot 
exactly where the plane 
crashed after being shot 
down by enemy fire on 27 
October, 1940. 

Pilot Paul Baillon bailed 
out safely and survived but 
he died in action a few 
months later. 

Sergeant Windle, the 
squadron’s team leader for 
the dig, said: “It has been a 
really successful day. The 
team has managed to sur¬ 
vey all the field debris and 
we have completed a 3D 
scan of the area. 

“This enabled us to locate 
the exact final resting 
place of the main engine of 
the Spitfire.”

Parking ‘just 
one factor’

A spokeswoman for Epsom 
Council, said it is “incorrect 
to say Kingston and Sutton 
have lower car park charges” 
and each of Epsom’s town 
centre’s car parks “is focused 
on meeting particular park¬ 
ing needs and is priced and 
managed accordingly”. 

She said the Ashley Centre, 
town hall and Hope Lodge car 
parks are primarily for shop¬ 
pers, while Depot Road, Upper 
High Street and Hook Road 
are priced to accommodate 
long-stay users. 

She said “parking is one of a 
number of factors to be taken 
into account but the quality of 
the retail offer is probably the 
most important” when con¬ 
sidering how to boost the 
town’s economic vitality. 

The spokeswoman added 
the number of people parking 
in Epsom’s main car parks 
has increased in the past year 
and “encouraging more peo¬ 
ple to visit the town outside of 
peak shopping periods when 
there is room in the car parks 
to accommodate extra visits” 
is more likely to boost eco¬ 
nomic growth. 

She said most of the dis¬ 
placed parking, from the resi¬ 
dents’ parking zone, is com¬ 
muter parking, for which the 
long-stay car parks are an 
alternative. 

She said motorists can buy 
a “parker card” for £10 annu¬ 
ally from the council, en¬ 
abling them to park in Hook 
Road all day for £3. 

But she said there is “likely 
to be more effective ways of 
promoting economic vitality” 
than introducing free parking 
for the first 30 minutes in the 
town centre’s car parks.

Confusion over smart ticket plan 


A new smartcard enabling 
passengers to “pay as you go” 
and even travel on the London 
Underground is coming early 
to Epsom, according to its MP 

- although the train company 
says it is “confused and con¬ 
cerned” by his claims. 

MP Chris Grayling told the 
Epsom Guardian that South¬ 
ern, the train company which 
runs Epsom station, has said 
that it will introduce its 
new smartcard - developed 
through the Integrated Trans¬ 
port Smartcard Organisation 
(ITSO) and known as the Key 

- at the station by the end of 
the year. 

The card enables com¬ 
muters to buy annual, month¬ 
ly and weekly tickets, singles 
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and returns and travelcards 
electronically and swipe the 
card at ticket barriers. 

The MP said that, while it 
would not introduce Oyster 
card-style discounts for trav¬ 
ellers through Epsom, it will 
give people using the termi¬ 
nus “all of its functionality”. 

He said: “It doesn’t stop the 
efforts to get Epsom into Zone 
6 and in the London travel- 
card area so people coming 
out of London with Oyster 
cards can use them in 
Epsom.” 

Mr Grayling said that 
Epsom had been selected as a 
“pioneer” station for the 


smartcard by Southern, in 
recognition of the campaign 
to get the station into Zone 6 - 
which this newspaper 
launched last May. 

He added: “By the middle of 
next of year, we can expect to 
have pay-as-you-go on there 
as well and I’ve been told that 
a Transport for London (TfL) 
project should make it usable 
across the whole TfL network 
during the course of next 
year.” 

But a spokesman for 
Southern said he was “con¬ 
fused” by Mr Grayling’s as¬ 
sertion that Epsom had been 
chosen as a “pioneer” station 
because its smartcard, which 
was launched at Lewes sta¬ 
tion in November 2011, al-

ready operates “at most 
Southern stations outside of 
London”. 

He added he was concerned 
by Mr Grayling’s comments 
about its use on the Tube. 

But the spokesman said that 
Southern is in talks with 
South West Trains to bring its 
Key, which is already avail¬ 
able in stations such as 
Reigate and Redhill, to sta¬ 
tions between Epsom and 
Dorking, with South West 
Trains deciding what is 
charged on that route. 

Mr Grayling said he did not 
understand Southern’s confu¬ 
sion and reiterated his earlier 
comments when the train 
company’s claims were put to 
him. 


Thanks to car-flip helpers 


A woman whose elderly mother was 
trapped in a flipped-over car has 
thanked three “wonderful” men for 
rushing to her aid. 

Elizabeth, in her 80s, escaped 
unscathed after her blue Ford Focus 
crashed into a fence and tree before 
rolling onto its side in Homefield 
Close, off Fortyfoot Road in Leather¬ 
head, on Sunday afternoon. 

Her daughter, who lives in the close, 
and wanted to remain anonymous, 
said: “It all happened so quickly. I 
literally said goodbye to her, walked 
up to the house and heard a crash as 
the car went into the fence. 

“The car was on its side. I ran down 
to see what had happened.” 

She said her mother was held in the 
driver’s seat by her seat belt and the 
airbag, appeared unhurt. 

Two men ran to help the daughter 
try to open the car door and reassure 
her mother while another man called 
the emergency services. 

She said: “The three men were 
wonderful. We got mum to turn off the 


ignition and to push the key fob to 
unlock the doors.” 

Firefighters then arrived and cut off 
the car roof to free her mother, who 
was able to stand and did not need to 
go to hospital. 

The daughter now plans to write 
letters to thank the police, firefighters 
and ambulance crew and has bought a 
bottle of wine for one of the men who 
helped. 

But she does not know where the 
other two men live because they just 
“melted away”. She said: “They did 
not want recognition. They were just 
doing a good turn.” 

An Epsom firefighter, who attended 
the crash, said: “We believe she 
pressed the wrong pedal and the car 
flipped onto its side and was half way 
into a garden. 

“When we turned up, members of 
the public were holding the door open. 
They were helping her with some risk 
to themselves because, if the car had 
rolled, that could have crushed them. 
It was very impressive.”

Row over hotel 


Councillors have demanded a 
meeting to discuss the decision to 
launch an expensive High Court 
challenge over Cherkley Court be 
held in public, not in private. 

Mole Valley District Council 
(MVDC) decided this month to 
challenge a judge’s decision to stop 
greenbelt land at the former home 
of press baron Lord Beaverbrook, 
becoming a hotel and golf course. 

The council has lodged an appli¬ 
cation for permission to appeal 
after the judge, Mr Justice Had- 
don-Cave, quashed planning per¬ 
mission it had granted to develop 
Cherkley Court, near Leatherhead 

He refused permission to appeal, 
saying granting planning permis¬ 
sion had been irrational, legally 
flawed, contrary to planning policy 
and based on inadequate reasons. 

At a scrutiny committee meeting 
last week, its chairman, Council¬ 
lor Stephen Cooksey, said he had 
asked the chief executive for an op¬ 
portunity to scrutinise the deci¬ 
sions over Cherkley Court.

Coun Cooksey said: “There have 
been important decisions taken 
when there has not been an oppor¬ 
tunity for members outside the ex¬ 
ecutive to have genuine input into 
questioning and seeking views.” 

He said they did not have agree¬ 
ment to hold discussions at the 
scrutiny committee, but he under¬ 
stood members could question 
council decision-makers at a semi¬ 
nar on October 1. He said: “It will 
not be an opportunity through 
scrutiny committee and it will be 
an opportunity, which will be 
clearly held in camera.” 

Liberal Democrat Councillor 
Dave Howarth, who represents 
Leatherhead North, pressed for it 
to come to scrutiny committee say¬ 
ing it was “really, really impor¬ 
tant” for the debate to be public. 

He said: “It is hugely controver¬ 
sial and people are really interest¬ 
ed in it.”

He added: “This falls within the 
remit of scrutiny committee.” 

Tory Council Chris Hunt, who 
represents Ashtead Village, 
strongly advised that the discus¬ 
sions, which involve legal argu¬ 
ments, were held off public record. 

Liberal Democrat opposition 
leader Councillor Margaret Cook¬ 
sey said there was anxiety about 
how the decision was taken and 
the lack of involvement. 

Mr Cooksey said he would dis¬ 
cuss the matter further with the 
chief executive. 

MVDC chief executive Yvonne 
Rees said the council has decided 
to seek permission to appeal after 
carefully reviewing the judgement 
and taking external legal advice. 

She said: “Our legal advisers 
consider there are areas of the 
judgement that were not fully con¬ 
sidered, which can be pursued fur¬ 
ther in the Court of Appeal. The 
council believes we should defend 
our earlier permission, which we 
believe was legally granted.”

Firefighters who went on 
strike for four hours yester¬ 
day were banned from work¬ 
ing the entire nine-hour shift 
and will not get paid. 

The Fire Brigade Union’s 
walkout over pensions was 
between noon and 4pm, and 
was the first national fire¬ 
fighters’ strike in more than 
a decade. 

But Surrey County Council 
banned those planning to 
strike from fighting any fires 
that day, although they were 
allowed into their stations to 
use recreational facilities. 

The vast majority of local 
authorities did not do this, 
but Surrey claimed firefight¬ 
ers had to work the whole 
shift, or not at all, to “avoid 
logistical chaos”.

stations staged a protest 
outside County Hall in 
Kingston. 

A total of 12 fire engines 
were available yesterday 
compared to the usual 22. 

The strike was held over 
changes that the FBU says 
will mean their members 
will have to work longer, pay 
more into their pensions and 
receive less when they 
retire. 

In Surrey, rescue firm Spe¬ 
cialist Group International 
(SGI), based in Dorking, 
worked alongside frontline 
firefighters who chose not to 
strike and staff who are not 
members of the FBU. 

Jim Parrott, executive 


council member for the 
south-east region of the FBU, 
condemned Surrey Fire 
Authority approach as “ag¬ 
gressive and totally unneces¬ 
sary” saying it made it 
impossible for any major in¬ 
cident arrangements to be 
put in place for the entire 
shift. 

Councillor Kay Hammond, 
cabinet associate for fire and 
police services, said: “Al¬ 
though this is a dispute be¬ 
tween central Government 
and the FBU, our priority is 
to keep Surrey safe. 

“That’s why nine months 
ago we contracted SGI to en¬ 
hance the day-to-day service 
we offer and provide 
cover when it is needed, 
such as during strikes, when 
they will work alongside 


non-striking staff. 

“Our job is to keep the peo¬ 
ple of Surrey safe, and that 
means all-day cover that resi¬ 
dents can count on. 

“No organisation can plan 
its day based on part of the 
workforce suddenly leaving 
partway through, and fire 
and rescue is no different. 

“We are not prepared to 
compromise on Surrey’s 
safety.” 

Richard Jones, brigade sec¬ 
retary at the FBU Surrey, 
told members that the deci¬ 
sion to dock pay was a “pun¬ 
ishment for taking part in 
legitimate, legal industrial 
action”. 

He said: “Surrey is the only 
fire authority that have 
taken this aggressive stance 
against its firefighters.” 


I believe in a zero-tolerance 
approach to crime and anti¬ 
social behaviour. 

What that means is the 
authorities always doing 
something about a problem 
when they encounter it, not 
ignoring it. 

It means going out of our 
way to make the lives of an¬ 
tisocial yobs and criminals 
difficult at every turn. 

There are all manner of 
laws and powers available 
to the authorities to crack 
down on the sort of persis¬ 
tent antisocial behaviour 
that can ruin communities 
for the law-abiding majori¬ 
ty - noise, littering, speed¬ 
ing, fly-tipping, illegal 
parking to name just a 
few. 

It is clear to me, however, 
that we can do better with 
the resources we have to 
bring those powers to 
bear against problem 


families, businesses and in¬ 
dividuals more quickly and 
robustly. 

I am now in discussion 
with the police, councils 
and other agencies to look 
at how we can pool our re¬ 
sources - bringing together 
our people with powers of 
enforcement, such as envi¬ 
ronmental health, trading 
standards, planning, health 
and safety, the police - into 
joint enforcement teams 
able to tackle complex anti¬ 
social behaviour problems 
from every possible angle. 

We should let nothing get 
in the way of our enforce¬ 
ment against wrongdoers. 

By working together, it 
is my hope that we can 
bring the fullest weight 
of the law down against 
that small minority who 
ruin the lives of others 
with their selfishness and 
irresponsibility.

Iconic buildings gain 
locally listed status 


A set of entrance gates, arch¬ 
ways, an ice house and outdoor 
shelters are among the structures 
protected from inappropriate de¬ 
velopment after councillors gave 
approval for them to be locally 
listed. 

At a meeting of Epsom Council’s 
planning policy committee last 
Wednesday, September 18, 13 
buildings of “historical and archi¬ 
tectural significance but which 
may have lost some of their fea¬ 
tures of interest” were placed on 
the borough’s Register of Locally 
Listed Buildings. 

Once on the register, any alter¬ 
ations, extensions or development 
of those structures must be “prop¬ 
erly considered” to ensure their 
cultural value is not damaged. 

The buildings were recommend¬ 
ed for listing by the council’s con¬ 
servation officers and members of 
the Epsom and Ewell History and 
Archaeological Society, who

conducted the survey work on a 
voluntary basis and at a “minimal 
cost”, according to a council 
spokesman. 

The buildings added to the list 
include the archway across West 
Hill Avenue, in Epsom; outdoor 
shelters at the former West Park 
Hospital in West Park Road, 
Epsom; the entrance gates to the 
former mental hospital in Horton 
Lane, Epsom; and the archway 
across the pavements on either 
side of Briarwood Road, in 
Stoneleigh. 

Significant buildings on the list 
are Bourne Hall in Ewell; the 
Queen’s Stand in Epsom Downs 
Racecourse; and an ice house 
within the Dell, beside Cheam 
Road, Ewell; as well as Chandlers, 
Avenue Road, Epsom; and 4-8 
Woodcote Green Road, Epsom. 


The Derby Arms, in Derby Arms 
Road, Epsom; the Rubbing House, 
in Langley Vale Road, Epsom; the 
Amato pub, in Chalk Lane, 
Epsom; and the Vestry pub, in 
Church Street, Epsom, were also 
placed on the list. 

But an application to list a resi¬ 
dential property, Charnwood, 70 
Worple Road, Epsom, was reject¬ 
ed after strong objections from 
its owner who said the local list 
was “confusing, a waste of 
money and an unnecessary du¬ 
plication of conservation area 
documentation.” 

Epsom Downs Racecourse did 
not object to being listed, but said 
it should not prevent external dis¬ 
plays of adverts or “proposals to 
alter the internal configuration of 
the building”. 

The council’s local register is 
distinct from the national register 
of listed buildings compiled by En¬ 
glish Heritage.

Pavilion built as footballer’s memorial 


A community has pulled to¬ 
gether to build a pavilion in 
memory of a 10-year-old boy 
who collapsed during a school 
lunch break. 

The pavilion, named after 
young footballer Joel Beckman, 
was opened on September 12 at 
the playing field in Breech 
Lane, Walton-on-the-Hill. Joel 
had a ruptured brain aneurysm 
at Walton-on-the-Hill Primary 
School on January 20,2009, and 
his life support was turned off 
three days later. 

Walton Warriors Football 
Club and friends of the school 
fundraised just under £40,000 
to pay for the pavilion and 
many of the dads pitched in to 
help build it. 

His father David Beckman, 
who opened the pavilion, said

he and Joel’s mother felt hon¬ 
oured that it had been named 
after their son. 

Mr Beckman said: “We are in¬ 
credibly proud and honoured. 

“It’s absolutely amazing. It 
was brilliant to go back there 


and for people to remember us 
and Joel.” 

Mr Beckman, former chair¬ 
man of the Walton Warriors, 
ran the football team his son 
played for up to the age of 10 be¬ 
fore he progressed to the 
Epsom Eagles. 

He said: “I became a parent on 
the touch line for nine months. 

“Joel was on one hand very 
shy and on the other hand quite 
determined. He was very loyal 
to his friends and he got on 
with everybody.” 

Steve Hall, chairman of Wal¬ 
ton Warriors, who helped keep 
the project on track with dad 
Brian Dees, said: “With the 
community spirit, people offer¬ 
ing things for nothing and chip¬ 
ping in, the building we got for 
the budget is incredible.” 
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Fears dilapidated shops 
could lead to rise in crime 


Council delays in redevelop¬ 
ing one of Epsom’s most de¬ 
prived areas are “absolutely 
disgusting” and are fuelling 
an increase in crime, accord¬ 
ing to its councillors. 

Epsom’s Court ward Coun¬ 
cillor Sheila Carlson believes 
a lack of urgency in the rede¬ 
velopment of a dilapidated 
row of shops and flats in Hol- 
lymoor Lane, on the Long- 
mead estate, in Epsom, has 
left the area “steadily declin¬ 
ing” and led to an increase in 
crime. 

The site has been ear¬ 
marked for redevelopment 
with social and affordable 
housing for years, with plans 
to keep the existing conve¬ 
nience store on-site and 
adding a doctor’s surgery. 

But work has still not begun

on the project. 

Coun Carlson said: “It’s ab¬ 
solutely disgusting. This has 
been going on for at least five 
years. It’s a really dangerous 
situation. Somebody could be 
seriously injured or killed.” 

She said the empty build¬ 
ings have led to youngsters 
“messing around” and an in¬ 
cident last month in which 
“kids broke into one of the 
properties and set fire to it” 
was particularly concerning. 

Fellow Court ward Council¬ 
lor Rob Geleit said the estate’s 
shops were “secured against 
vandalism” last week. Their 
windows have been boarded- 
up, rubbish cleared and the 
interiors of vacant buildings 



emptied to prevent items 
being set alight. But he still 
believes that urgent action is 
required. 

Epsom’s neighbourhood In¬ 
spector Craig Knight said that 
while antisocial behaviour 
has risen on the estate in the 
past four months, it has not 
been a “dramatic increase”. 

He said the incident involv¬ 
ing “kids setting fire to a toilet 
basin in a disused property” 


was further down the road 
from the shops. 

Inspector Knight said: “We 
have put more resources into 
policing the area and levels 
are beginning to fall. 

“It doesn’t help for these 
buildings to remain looking as 
they do as it can increase fear 
and perception of crime. 

“It needs redevelopment, 
but that’s an ongoing process, 
which is not to do with the 
police.” 

A council spokesman said it 
expects to have a development 
partner “in place early in the 
New Year and to start con¬ 
struction next summer”. 

He added: “Forty organisa¬ 
tions have requested details to 
become the developer. These 
organisations will be invited 
to tender for the opportunity.”

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Bus wars end well for 
disabled passengers

Disabled and elderly people are 
celebrating after buses with steep 
steps were replaced this month. 

After bus wars along a popular 
route, Buses Excetera, which 
runs the 489, has taken over from 
rival company Sunray Travel, 
which had run the 479. 

Both bus companies had been 
operating on the same route 
through Leatherhead and 
Ashtead to Epsom, but Sunray 
Travel’s service was withdrawn 
on September 10. 

Resident Barry De Boise con¬ 
tacted the Epsom Guardian to say 
step entrance buses run by Sun¬ 
ray Travel had been leaving resi¬ 
dents effectively housebound. 

Mr De Boise said: “My reaction 
to the sudden demise of Sunray 
Travel on the 479 was one of 
happiness.” 

Of Buses Excetera taking over 
the route, he said: “It is good news 
for those that rely on it, albeit 
with a slightly different timetable 
to that previously on the 479.” 

Buses Excetera changed its 
timetable to run more buses from 
September 12. 

Adam Smith, general manager 
at Buses Excetera, said Sunray 
Travel had previously been using

Mr Smith said: “That company 
has now gone into administration 
and we have taken over the route 
on an emergency basis. All our 
buses are low floor and 
wheelchair accessible.” 

In a statement he said: “The en¬ 
hancements to the route have in 
effect reinstated journeys at 
times of the day that the 479 ran, 
but we didn’t and we hope this 
means commuters and shoppers 
can still get to their destinations. 

“We decided to keep the 479 
route number as it has a lot of 
history in the area, so, therefore, 
we have renumbered our 489 
journeys between Guildford and 
Epsom to 479 and the 489 will

operate between Bookham and 
Epsom.” 

A Surrey County Council 
spokeswoman said: “The 479 is a 
commercial service, not one we 
subsidise. Buses Excetera which 
operates commercial service 489 
over the same route has stepped 
in to operate additional journeys. 

“Service 479/489 remains com¬ 
mercial except for the two-hourly 
Sunday service which we are 
subsidising.”

Dragons Den entrepreneur Theo 
Paphitis, chairman of Robert 
Dyas, has announced its head¬ 
quarters may move out of 
Leatherhead.

Leatherhead North, said: “That’s 
really disappointing news. 

“Leatherhead has got a really 
good reputation in the past couple 
of years for having many 
company headquarters. 

“I do not think one company 
leaving reduces that at all, but it 
is disappointing.” 

Coun Howarth said KBR, 


Unilever, Leatherhead Food Re¬ 
search, ExxonMobil and other 
companies were located in 
Leatherhead. 

He said: “Every day, as many 
people commute into Leather¬ 
head as leave to work elsewhere. 
It’s great.” 

Richard Keel, deputy manager 
of the Swan Shopping Centre and 
chamber of commerce director, 
said: “Any business leaving the 
town is not a good thing for 
Leatherhead. 

“But there will be a reason why 
the company is considering this. 
We wish them all the best in the 
future.”

A new treatment for heart rhythm disorders 
is being launched this autumn at St Antho¬ 
ny’s Hospital, North Cheam. 

Cardiac electrophysiology is the latest ser¬ 
vice being provided by its team of cardiolo¬ 
gists, with the support of its highly trained 
cardiac catheterisation team. 

A spokesman for the hospital said: “Cardiac 
electrophysiology either freezes or heats dys¬ 
functional areas of the heart muscle in order 
to stop, and prevent the re-occurrence of 
heart-rhythm problems. The procedure, 
while sometimes lengthy, is minimally inva¬ 
sive as the heart is reached through a 
catheter inserted in the femoral artery via 
the groin. 

“For many of us, electrophysiology first en¬ 
tered the spotlight when, then Prime Minis¬ 
ter, Tony Blair was discovered to have a heart 
rhythm problem. 

“It is now considered a first-line treatment 
for people with cardiac arrhythmias, which 
are being diagnosed with increasing frequen¬ 
cy across the UK. 

“However, the service is highly specialised 
and St Anthony’s is one of only a handful of 
centres in the south of England at which it is 
available.”

Up close and 
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Q ueen guitarist Brian 
May described his 
magic as “amazing”, 
lie nas performed for the 
likes of Michael Caine 
and Emma Watson Wood 
and recently enjoyed sell 
out shows at the Magic 
Circle. Now Chris Wood is 
bringing his up-close and 
personal style of magic to 
Epsom, writes Daniel 
Hammond. 

Wood’s career in magic 
was sparked by his self- 
proclaimed misspent 
youth when he left school 
at 16 and got involved in 
gambling. 

Which is where he 
learned to cheat at cards. 
He describes his natural 
ability at this as “incredi¬ 
bly dangerous”. 

Wood learnt his skills 


through reading books, in 
contrast with today’s as¬ 
piring magicians who rely 
on media such as YouTube 
to learn their skills. 

It was his fascination 
with reading that led to 
his break into magic. One 
day, when buying an ob¬ 
scure book from a magic 
shop, the owner and 
renowned escapologist 
Allen Allen took a liking 
to him and began teaching 
him the ways of magic. A 
lucky encounter, as ac¬ 
cording to Wood, “Magic, 
when it comes down to 
learning, is traditionally 
word of mouth”. 

Thirty years on, asked 
what inspired him about 
the art he says: “The 
depth of magic and its 
sheer deviousness capti¬ 


vated me... I’ve always 
had very high standards, I 
had to strive for an un¬ 
reachable goal. Magic is 
universal, I strive to con¬ 
vince the audience that 
magic is real, to make it 
live on its own.” 

Magic has enjoyed a 
resurgence in popularity 
due to the work of artists 
such as Dynamo. Yet 
many remain sceptical 
about magicians on TV or 
online, simply because of 
the potential for camera 
trickery. But the intimacy 
of the Close Up Show re¬ 
moves this element, fur¬ 
thering the air of 
genuine mystery and 
entertainment.

Fierce competition for rental property 

The number of reluctant 
landlords in the private 
rented sector is falling, 
according to research from 
the Association of Residential 
Letting Agents (ARLA). 

Over the past three months, 

ARLA member offices have 
reported a decrease from 26 
per cent to 21 per cent in the 
proportion of rental property 
coming onto the market 
because it cannot be sold. 

This also represents a sharp 
drop of 21 per cent on the 
figure of 42 per 
cent recorded 
last year.

As these reluctant landlords 
stop entering the sector, 
tenants are still faced with 
strong competition for rental 
homes. 

Fifty two per cent of ARLA 
members said there were 
more tenants than properties 
available. 

While this represents an 
incremental fall on tenant- 
property ratio from the 54 
per cent recorded in the 
previous quarter, this 
statistic shows that rental 
accommodation remains in 
high demand. 

The south east (excluding 
London) has the highest 
proportion of members 
reporting more tenants than 
properties (67 per 
r r ' *' cent), whereas 


London, surprisingly, has the 
lowest, with just 17 per cent 
experiencing this trend. 

Despite this competition 
among tenants for properties, 
there has been an overall fall 
in the number struggling to 
meet rental payments. 

The current figure of 35 per 
cent remains high, but 
represents a fall of five per 
cent from the figure of 40 per 
cent recorded at the same 
time in 2012. 

Ian Potter, managing 
director, ARLA, said: “While 
the departure of ‘accidental 
landlords’ from the sector 
will be a good thing for the 
individuals concerned, there 
is a real worry about the level 
of rental property supply 
across the country.”

Banstead Cricket Club’s Rory 
Burns must lead Surrey’s 
charge back to the top flight, 
or so insists former England 
captain Allan Lamb. 

A six-wicket defeat to War¬ 
wickshire last week sealed 
Surrey’s fate as they dropped 
into Division Two of the LV= 
County Championship for a 
third time in their history. 

Amid the doom and gloom at 
the Oval the form of 23-year- 
old Burns at the top of the 
order has been a shining light 
in an otherwise dark season. 

If relegation can have a sil¬ 
ver lining, it is that Burns was 
named 2013 LV= County 
Championship breakthrough 
player of the year, beating 
Yorkshire’s Gary Ballance - 
who has been selected for 
England’s Ashes tour this 
winter - Scott Borthwick of 
county champions Durhan, 
Leicestershire’s Shiv Thakor, 
Sussex batsman Luke Wells 
and Northamptonshire 
bowler David Willey. 

Burns, 22, said: “I am gen¬ 
uinely surprised to have won 
the award and it is a real hon¬ 
our to have been voted for by 
so many cricket fans. 

“The other nominees are all 
players I really admire so to 
win the award is a huge 
achievement and one that I 
am very proud of. 

“I have really enjoyed my 
first full season of first class 
cricket, I feel I have made 
some useful contributions 
and I am looking forward to 
building on my performances 
next season.” 


He added: “I would like to 
thank Surrey for giving me 
the opportunity over the past 
year to open the batting.” 

Ahead of the final game of 
the season against Yorkshire, 
Burns was Surrey’s second- 
top run scorer with 835, be¬ 
hind Vikram Solanki’s 944, at 
an average of 33.40. 

Lamb, who won two Ashes 
series in the 1980s, is adamant 
youth over experience is the 
way forward for Surrey next 
year, with Burns at the fore¬ 
front of it all. 

“Rory Burns has had a great 
season - I’m just disappointed 
that it has been set against the 


backdrop of Surrey being so 
bad,” said Lamb. 

“He has got a lot of potential 
and it really started to show 
this summer. He has not done 
badly at all - it is very difficult 
getting 1,000 runs and to pass 
800 in a season is a very good 
achievement. 

“I think you have got to de¬ 
velop your youth and I think 
that is the problem with Sur¬ 
rey. They have brought in 
older players instead of bring¬ 
ing through the youngsters. 

“For a county of their 
stature to finish how they 
have done and be playing sec¬ 
ond division cricket - it is not 


a good sign. They have gone 
wayward and the players have 
lost their way quite a bit. 

“I know that Chris Jordan 
went to Sussex because he 
wasn’t playing so much and I 
think Surrey need to trust 
their youngsters a bit more. 

“It is even more impressive 
that Rory has managed 
to thrive this season in that 
environment.” 

Burns is just the second 
winner of the award, with the 
first recipient being York¬ 
shire’s Joe Root.

Rickham said: “We have 
that one elusive title that we 
need to get our hands on in 
Rio, so we have quite a lot of 
work on for the next three 
years to try and make that 
happen. 

“It’s been a tough, but very 
good week. 

“We’ve learned a load of 
lessons so in terms of moving 
our sailing forward it’s been 
really worthwhile. 

“We’re looking to the rest of 
the road to Rio.” 

After five days of competi¬ 
tion in Ireland, the British 
pair beat the Italians into 


second, while Canada fin¬ 
ished third. 

Rickham, who was born in 
Jamaica and has been a 
tetraplegic sailor since a div¬ 
ing accident in 1995, said: 
“The Italians and the Canadi¬ 
ans pushed us hard - particu¬ 
larly the Italians. 

“Our downwind speed has 
been really good and we’ve 
worked a bit on that so it’s 
nice to see the fruits of the 
work paying off in competi¬ 
tion.” 

She added: “We’re massive¬ 
ly excited to bring another 
title home for the team.”
